Treasurer Trent is paying off coun
ty employees this month on 'the lndl-- i
vidual warrant plan, and, despite the
deluge of pay slips that have came
in, his office has handed the busi-

ness neatly, quickly and without a
dollar of extra expense. It is true
that his oilice has been provided with
a couple of new adding machines,
which greatly help out; and without
which it would likely be impossible to
do the work.

Heretofore it has been the practice
for the treasurer to turn over lump
sums to bureau heads on blanket
warrants, a system which was much
moro simple so far as tho treasury
office was concerned. The change
went into effect in March, however,
and at the present pay period every
employe ot the city and county has
his own warrant. The fact that the
Treasurer has been able to handle the
Hood without extra cxpenso to tho city
makes tho new system appear all the
more desirable.

The. largest strain ot the individual
warrant system, however, is on the
auditor. But as he lias been allowed an
additional clerk, the jam of the past
few days has been worked off with-
out great difficulty.

FOURMASTED SHIP MAKES GOOD

TIME ON LONG VOYAGE BRINGS

FERTILIZER, GIN AND TIN.

The fourmasted German ship Frelaa,
Captain Logemati, arrived this morn-
ing after a clever passage ot 120 days
from Hamburg. Sho is said to be tho
only German ship which has over en-

tered this port that Is square rigged
on four masts. Fine weather was
experienced uost of the way and two
vessels bound for Europo wero sight-
ed on the trip, but neither could bo
recognized.

Tho Freida brought a cargo of about
2700 tons for this port, tho main item
being fertilizer. In addition to this
there wero a number of cases ot gin
and a shipment of tin for Honolulu.
Her cntiro cargo will bo discharged
in this city.

HAWAII SEWER BILL HAS CLOSE SHAVE.

This morning the Senato summar-
ily shelved the House taxation bill,
which had passed second reading after
two days of laborious Consideration
in committee of the whole. It has
been reported that the introducer of
the bill in the House 'did not care
a great deal for It, and that some ot
the 'Senators who had aided it through
second reading were not excessively
p.lfei'.'ciiato toward itj Tho reason
given for this indifference is that the
Tax Commission, failed entirely in
what it was appointed to do, name-
ly, to codify all of the tax laws scat-
tered through the statutes and sub-
mit such amendments as might ap-
pear to be destnid,by public opinion.
Instead of thaLjpult the commission
bill, as it was understood to be, prov-
ed to be a mere patchwork of amend-
ments which did not contain the for-
mer legislation necessary to be re-

tained with or without aniendment.
Another striking Incident of this
morning's session was the narrow 'es-
cape the Honolulu sewer assessment
bill had on third rending. President
Smith had fought it on the floor with
his utmost vigor and when the lirst
vote on third reading had resulted
